on this his probable mil-de meanour (himielf making ne 
mo:e of 11) he advanceth this Rademanthine and ſeyere 
Sentence, both againlt him, and me ; Which (layth he) 7; 
ſuch apiece of Impudence, as no one hath ventured to imitate 
him in) but that I\hmael of Colemanltreet, whoſe hang be- 
ing againſt all mens hath provoked all men even to the comr- 
mon Pamphleter, to lift up an hand againſt him. The beſt is, 
(in caſe Mr. Hickman's reproach here, Ccoulc, withour the 
help of che Figure «37' 4-7pezay, be admured for tru2) 
That Jeremy of feruſalem was a man of [ttite, and a man 
of contention to the whole Earch, as well as that 1&maet 
ot Colemanſtrees, and yet was a true Prophet, and never 
the leis like (o to have been for the numerouſne@ of his 
Contelts. Noghallo was a Preacher of Righteouſneſs, Yer 
his proportion of Oppoſers 1n the World, far exceeded 
mine, and the number of thoſe, who embrace my Do- 
&rine with their whole hearts, far exceedeth ths number 
of thoſe, who upon ſuch rerms received his. Yea, our 
Sayiour himſelf ceſftifierh, that in the Church and Nation 
of the Fews, they who had the more generall approba. 
tion and applauſe, were the falſe Prophets, nor the true, 
Luk.6.26. Wo unto them when all men ſhall [Peak well of 
them for [0 did their Fathers tothe falſe Prophets. 

Burt becauſe Mr, Hickman judgeth himſelf Orthodox, in 
charging me with Impadence : What if ir be found that the 
Ingredients inthe compofition of his Charge here levied 
againlt me, and proclaimed as with ſound of Trumper 
and D:um in the Ears af the World, be notwithſtanding 
all Errors, and broad untruths ? may he not make a Cover 
ing of ſhame fo: his own Face of the Accuſation, which 
he hath here dr2wn up againſt me ? Let us fairly examine 
the Caſe, and with as much Favour tothe Examinate, as 
he, or his Friends, can reaſonably expeR, 
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Ficſt, Whereas he chargeth me with imitating his Eng- 
liſh Tilenus , is not here a palpable and un-(cholar-like 
Jeofail ? Did Shemes in reviling David when his Condi- 
tion was low and mean in the Wo:ld;zimitate Mr. Hickman) 
in reproaching a Minilter of Chrit being under Hatches, 
and trampled upon by men ; or did not Mr, Hickmas in 
this Action rather 5mitate him? He that acteth before 
another, what ever his Action be, doth not imitate him 
chat followerh him in che ſame kind of acting, bur on the 
contrary he imitates who follows the Example or Pat- 
rern that have beenſer before, Ifrhere be any fimilitude 
berween Tilenus and me) in our reſpective handling of 
Mr, Hichmans Tryers, Tilenus mult bear the Crime of 1- 
mitation, not I, who was before him in what was done 
by mezrelaring to thoſe his Clients. 

Secondly, Whereas he chargerth me with wenrwring to 
imitate Tilenus, in making the Tryers to ack, ſuch Queſtions 
of thoſe that come before them) as in all probability never came 
into all their thoughts to ack : The truch is, thac he chargech 
me with the Crime of ſuch a Courage, or boldneſs,where- 
of Iwas never Conſcious. Ineyer made any venture to 
imicate Tilenusy inſuch an Attempr, as 1s here charged 
upon him; nor did I eyer go before him in any tuch, 1 
no where, either challenge them, or charge them, ith 
aiking ſuch queſtions of thoſe that come before them, which 
iz all probability never came into all their thoughts to ach. If 
I charge them with asking any queſtions in the Caſe, they 
are only ſuch, which themſelves and their own Conſci- 
ences know that they do, or did ask frequently, and from 
time to time. And tor the Queſtions which 7lexwus him- 
ſelf maketh chem to ask, as tar as I remember , if they 
were not the ſame formally, & 5n terminus, yet they were 
che ſame materially and in reality of import, which they 
were wont toask. And for a man in his own words, to 
report another mans ſenſe uttered in his, is no ſuch wente- 
raw piece of Impudence : 1t 1s rather a piece of this Calcula-

Thirdly, Whereas my Accuſer chargeth me with h«- 
ving my hand againſt all mex ; neither is he Orthodox in 
this, unleſs he takes Sanctuary under the Wing of che 
good Figure Synechdeche; which hath had a priviledge time 
out of mind, to grant a pardon to men for this Delin- 
quency in ſpeaking, viz, When meaning only ſome, they 
ſay, all; or, intending only a party yet mention, or name, 
the whole, For otherwiſe, Mc, Hickman himſelf is 
( doubcleſs ) a man, chough (to meaſure him by himſelf, 
andſoto pleaſe him, if it may be) one of a thouſand, Yer 
my hand (certain Iam) was never againlt him;z no, nor 
his again(t me, that I know of, uncill Mr, Pierce of late 
couched him, where (ir ſeems) he was very tender, and 
hereby provoking his Choler and Scholarſhip rogecher, 
pur him into an Athlerick Palſion : under the fiery and 
herce conduct whereof, in his March, his hap was to fall 
foul upon me; and ſo it fell ro my ſhare alſo to feel, as 
well as others, the weight of his learned Faculty in re- 
proaching. Bur it 1s a good lign on the Truths fade,when 
her Enemies retreat, and flee co their Patheticals, Foc 
this argues that cheir IntelleCtuals fall ſhortzand chat their 
heart (erveth them not to conhide in them any further. Yer 
I cannot but mention this by the way, as matter of {ad 
conkideration, although of roo too frequent occurrency ; 
thac men, who have competent Gifts and Parts of Wir 
and Learning, whereby they might ſerve their Genera. 
tion, and be uſefull unto many; yer ſuftering chemſelves 
to be over-grown wich a Conceit, that cheſe Gifrs and 
Parts are far greater then they are; they hereby Rifle their 
Opportunity, and give Hoſtages unto hin, and Satan, chat 
chey will never do any great matters againſt them, Such 
a Conceit as this, is a dead Fly in their Oyntment , cau- 
ling it to Caſt forth a linking ſavour, and betrayerh chem 
inco many» and ſometimes into ſad, inconveniencies, But 
to return to Mr. Hickman ; although the Figure Synech- 
doche interpoſerh with the beſt of her Authority for the 
ſalvage of his , both y-_ ” Conſcience, incharging

me with the _ of my hand againſt all meu ; yet this Fi- 

oure will prove bur a Cypher unto him for any ſuch Ser- 

vice, if his words in the Charge be but ſtrictly interpre- 

red. Forin true Conlitidtion and propiierty of ſpeech, 

his hand is with 'men, and for men, not againtt chem, 

which 1; {tretched our, or lifred up, again(t their Errours 

only. Theſe are they that are againſt them, and they that 

wage War agunlt theſe, tight on their fide. I am not con- 

ſcious ro niy ſelf char my hand hath been againſt any man 

in -ny other ſente,thenthis. Nor is my ſevere Accuſer 

ablc (1 believe) to prove the contrary ; However , 
chough I amno great Lawyer, yer (me-thinks) Charges 
and Accuſations again(t mien ſhould be of lircle value, or 
force, which cannot be verified, or made good, bur by 
the fayour of Figures, Yer, 

Fourthly, (and latlly, for this) the remaining” Article 
of his Charge [| Viz. That I have proviked all men) even to 
the common Pamphleters to lift up an hand againſt me | Will 
keep him out of new ferxſalem alſo, without the media- 
tion of the ſayd Figure, Senechdoche, See Revel. 21, 27, 
and Revel. 22. 15. I know it would be offenfve to the 
Gentleman, if I ſhould relate how many Letcers, and 
Meſhages othe:wiſe, of thankfull acknowledgments of the 
Grace of God given rnto me, for the clearing of thoſe

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If thoſe whom I have provoked, make one Genius with 
the Common Pampbleter, Res mea eft in vade, 1 am in no 
danger of juſt blame for doing that, by which they have 
been provoked, For that Saying ef Sexeca Will at this 
rurn guard me round about : Refts argumentum eſt, peſſimis 
difplicere. The worlt menare commonly molt diſpleaſed 
with that which is beſt, And thus we ſee with how great 
weakneſs, and unworthyneſs, Mr. Hickwax hath quitted 
himſelf in leyying the ſore Charge mentioned , againſt a 
pe: ſon, that never did him, nor thought him the lealt 
harm. 

Bur inthe Paſſage now examined, he hath only Chaſti- - 
zed me with his Rods : elſewhere he makes a Scourge for 
my Back of Scorpions. For thus my Tranicription repor- 
reth him, Andindced a ſpirit of moſt Childiſh Inſultation 
ſeems to have poſſeſſed as many as have lift up an Engliſh Pes 
aghkinſt the Orthodox in Samtds Centroverſie.T'le 
5nſtance only in Mr. John Goodwin, who in the Preface of his 
Triumviti, ſayth, T hat he hath not met with any thing in the 

Writings of any» or of all the three men conteſting with him, 
which had in the leaſt ſhaken his Confidence concerning the 

truth of the things by him aſſerted, or that for the leaſt ſpace of 
time put him to any ftond, oy loſs in bis underſtanding concern- 
ing them) or to ſeth what to anſwer to any thing they offer or 0b- 
jett againſt any of them. Which Lines the greateſt Charity 
muſt look upon as ſo much vapouring R bank dropt ſrem his 
Pen in the abſence of Fudgment and Conſciencez or as an Eſſay 
of the Spirtans Valowry who being ſtruck down by a mortall 
blow, uſted to flo their mouthes with earth, that they might 
wot be heard to quetchs or groan, thereby to aff ri ghr their Fel- 
hows, or animate their Enemies. Here 1s work enough for

For the Rule is; Noy efſe, & 
non apparerey 4quiparantar injure: Ihat. which is not, and 
that which appears not, are of the ſame conſideration in 
Law, And yet I judge it an eafie matter for him to give 
an account of all the knowledge he hath in this kind, But 
the Law of Conlcience and Chriliianity, fo: bids the Cacri- 
ficing of any mans Repuration, at the loudelt inltance of 
Probabilities, or Conjectures; at leaſt of ſuch, which 
have no more weight, ot reaſon in them, then thoſe,upon 
which Mr. Hickmay hath offered up mine upon the Service, 
whether of his pleaſure, or diſpleaſure, But ifeither he, 
or any of his Colleagues in Judgment, could, and would 
be pleaſed, to aftord me the inter- view of any ſuch Argu- 
ment or Objection, againtt my Tenents (by-named Er- 
roneous) Whether our of the Writings ot (ome of. the 
three men, or out of their own Treaſuries, or out of the 
abundance ef any of their Judgment, which would put me 
to ſuch a ſtond, that I ſhould not remove, or to ſuch 4 loſs 
ins my underſtandings that I could neyer recover, or repaire, 
they would be the belt Benefactors unto me in the cood 
things of this World, that I haye met with theſe many 
years ; eſpecially they would have been ſuth unto me, 
had they be-friended me in that kind heretofore, whilſt, 
and when, Lwas more capable of the Courtefies and Bene- 
factures of the, World, then now 1 am, expetting daily to 
remove into that Climate, where the Sun-ſhine of this 
world hath no warming) or cheering influence at all, For 
certain I amy that thole Tenents , from vnder the Con- 
ſcience whereof I might well have been delivered by the 
means {pecifizd, have divided between the world, and 
me, and kept many the good things thereof from me, 
by cexſon of cheir inſupportableneſs unto the greater part 
of men, and mare eſpe.

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of ſach Principles and Grounds, partly from che light of 
Nature, and common Impreftons found in the Hearts and 
Conſciences of all men concerning God, partly from che 
Writings of learned and worthy men, as well of the 
Contra-remonſtrant party as Calvin, Beza, Muſenlusyesc. 
as the Remonſtranc, bur chiefly from-che Sriptures, by 
which I was able to give my ſelf preſent ſatisfattion,abour 
any thing I met with objected in my way by any of thoſe 
three men, AndI partly believe that Mr, Hichwas him- 
ſelf, though byt a young man (comparatively) yer con- 
ceiverh of himſelf at not much a lower race, then co be 
able without much ſtudy to maintain the peace of his pre- 
ſent Judgment; againſt all the Acremprs, that either Iin 
any of my Writings, or any other of my Judgment; in 
theirs, have made upon him co diſturb him.

after this manner; or the like, Viz, That he is reſolved, 
whatſoever hath been written,or whatſoever ſhall be writ- 
ren by any man,or men whatſoever, yea, or whatſoever 
can be written, in oppoſition to his agen ore in 
thoſe Points, that yer he will and by this Judgment un- 
to death; this ( confeſs) would pur me 1nto thoughts 
of another nature concerning him, But 7 have nor . put 
him co the trouble of any ſuch conſideration as this about 
me, my Profeſſion, with which notwixhſianding he vex- 
eth his impatient Soul, being of a far different Spirit. Bur

ing of the Philoſopher, Scire» eft per canſam ſcire; Know- 
ledge, emphatically ſo called, is when the Reaſon , or 
Cauſe ofa Thing is known, as well as the thing it ſelf, 
Bur the Reaſon, or Ground of a mans Knowledge may be 
one thing, and Reaſon, or Cauſe of the thing known, quite 
another, A clear apprehenſion of the former may pro- 
duce certainty of Knowledge , bur it is the like appre- 
henſion of the latter, that cauſeth the more perfect and ſa- 
tisfatory Knowledge.

1. That ic argues Heither want of wiſdome, or provi- 
dence, ia him that ſhall part with a great ſumm of mone 
for the ranſome of miny thonſand Caprives, alchough he 
ſhould know beſore-hand that the greater part would be 
never the berrer for it, nor accept otcheir freedome upon 
the rerms impoſed on thery, in order thereunto , in caſe 
it be ſuppoſed that he knew that a conliderable part of 
them (however) would accept of the fayour, to the un- 
ſmeakebl2 benefir of their enlargement, Yea (as was 
lately argued ) though he had tore-known rhat none of 
them would have accepred their libeity upon the rerms 
requiredofthem, yet had the honour, reputation, and 
conſcience of ſuch an Act, been a reaſonable compenſa- 
tion for the money diſburſed, Bur 

2, Such a demand as this-is unproper to the caſe in 
hand. For it cannot be truly ſayd, that God fore-knew, 
or foreſaw that the greater part of men would reject his 
Grace in Chriſt, and ſo periſh this notwithſtanding, be- 
fore this Grace was given vnto them at leaſt in his rn- 
changable counſell, purpoſe, and decree. For his Decree 
of ſenging, or giving Chr;ſt tor the ranſome of the world, 
was from before the world began, I mean, from eternity : 
and conſequently there could nothing precede, or be be- 
fore it, eſpectally in order of time, it being a Rule of un-

2.To the firſt Objeftion, or Demand, I anſwer further ; 
Thar Gods purpoſe, o: delign in the death c£ Chriſt, was

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not (imply, or abſolurely, eicher co juſtifie, or ſave, men 
by ic, neither did he judge it agreeable co his wiſdome 
and righteouſneſs ſo to do ; bur to do both the one, and 
che other conditionally, and upon terms ſuch as he judged 
mezt to preſcribe and impoſe upon them for the obtain- 
ing of theſe great priviledges and bleflings by ir. So God 
loved the World ( (ayth our Saviour himſelf) that be gave 
his only begotten Son, [ not that all men, or that any man, 
fimply and wichour any more ado ] but, that whoſcever 
believeth in him, ſhould not periſh but bave everlaſting life, 
ar 3.16, Now the Collation, Application, or aQtuall 

eltowing of the fruits, or benefits of the death of Chriſt, 
not depending ſo much upon the intrinſecall worth,value, 
or (atisfaQtorineſs thereof, as upon the will and pleaſure 
of him, who voluntarily gave himto dye for che juftift- 
cation, and ſalvation of men, and conſequently had a 
right of liberty ro make the rerms for the collation of 
theſe benefits, what he pleaſed, he cannor with any cor 
lour of reaſon be deemed unjuſt, 1 caſe he denies them 
unto thoſe, who refuſe, or negleR to perform his terms, 
notwithſtanding they were by Chrilt purchaſed for them; 
that is, with a full and clear intent on his part, that they 
ſhould have poſleſled and enjoyed chem, upon their be- 
lieving. Sothat, 

3» (Andlaftly, for this) When God conltrainech thoſe 
who belive nor, to pay their own Debts, and to make (a- 
tisfation themſelves for their fins, by being eternally pu- 
niſhed, he cannot be ſayd to require, or take a double (a- 
tisfaction, or two (arisfattions, for one and the ſame debt, 
alchough ir be erve ina ſenſe ( viz. chat lately declared) 
That Chriſt ſatisfied for them, For that ſatisfaction which 
Chriſt made for the fins of any perſon who believes not 
(Imean, who dies in unbelief) was never received, or 
accepted, by God in the nature of an appropriate, parti. 
cular, or a&uall ſatisfaftion for their fins ; but only as a 
potenciall ſatisfaftion ; that is, as a thing of compleat 


worth) and value, enough to have made a particular and, 
D atuall 
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- aQtuall ſatisfaRion even for ſuch a mars fins, as \ ell as 
for the ſins of thoſe who believe, and whi. h he as fully 
imrended co accept for ſuch a ſatisfaction on his behalt, 
in caſe he had believed, which he might have done, as 
he did ro accept it upon ſuch terms for them , or for 
their (ms,who do believe. 

If it be objected ; But if Chrilt made ſarisfaRion, fot 
the fins of him, who never belicyerh, and God accep- 
cech it not as a ſatisfattion for their fins ; doth not God 
aiſ-approve, or dif-allow , either Chriſts doings, or his 
intentions, or both, For if Chriſt in, or by bis death, 
made, or intended to make ſatisfaction for the fins of Un. 
believers, and God refuſerh ro accept this ſatisfation, or 
that which Chriſt intended for aſatisfaGtion, for their fins, 
doth he nor reject that, which Chriſt defiredzand intended, 
that he ſhould accept ? 

To this, Ianſwer, That an Anſwer (in effe&) hath 
been already given, For in ſuch a conſideration, or ſenſe, 
as Chriſt either defired, or intended, that his death ſhould 
be a ſatisfaCtion for the fins of Unbelievers, dying in un- 
belief, doth God the Father accept of it. Chy;ſt neither 
defired, nor intended to make ſatisfaction by his death for 
the ſins of Unbelievers, any otherwiſe, nor upon any o- 
ther cerms, then that God the Father ſhould upon the 
account thereof, juſtihe ſuch perſons from their fins , in 
Caſe they ſhould have believed : andin this ſenſe he dorh 
accept it as a ſatisfaction for them , being for the ſake 
thereof, moſt ready and willingzto pardon all the fins,and 
ſo ro juſtihe the perſons, of all men without exception, as 
well theirs who never wilt believe, in c:ſe they ſhould 
believe; as theirs, who ſhall believe, and be actualy juſti- 
fred thereupon. So that God, in cauſing, or compelli 
Unbelievers to ſuffer, or re ſarisfe, for their fins, do 
not require, or exact, a ſecond ſatisfaction for them, afrer 
aformer received ; but only purs them vpon payment of 
their debr themſelves, who deſpiſed his Grace in provi- 
ding for them that, which was indeed intended for the

his pardomng, or paſling by that ceremoniall impurity, or 
uncleanneſs , for which it was offered; In like manner, 
the active Obedience of Chriſt, in conjunction with the 
abſolure holineſs and inward purity of his perſon, ren- 
dered his death, or the Oblation of himſelf a Sacrifice, 
every wayes meet and worthy acceptance With God, and 
conſequently, accepted. with him, tor the expiation, or 
Artronement of the'tins of all men. 

If Chrift had been fo much as touch'd with che leaſt 
tindture of defilement with finghe had not been a Prielt af- 
rer the order of Melchiſedech, holy, harmleſs, undefiled, 
ſeparared from finners, &-c. but rather after the order of 
Aaron; who needed to ofter Sacrifice for their own fins, 
Neither h1d he been in any condition, or regular Capacity 
to have made Attonement for the lins of others, untill he 
had firſt fully expiared his own. That the ative Obedi- 
ence of Chritt doth not operate 1ny or about, or towards 
juflification, in that way, or notion, Which ſome haye 
Conceivec, as: viz, by an imputation of the particular atts 
thereof (in the letter and formality of them) unto thoſe 
that believe ; whereby they ſhould be conſtitured, or 

_ made properly and formally righteous, we have demon- 
rared at large in a juſtcreatiſe upon that SubjeR,where ir 
is made good upon ſeveral accounts, that the ſayd notion, 
hath neither counrenance from the Scriptures , nor any 
tolerable conſiſtency wth the cleareſt Principles of reaſon.

che whole brood of Tranſgreflours, according to the full 
exigency of their Cemerity or ( Whichs the ſame) accor- 
ding to the tenor and import of the threatning, or elſe ro 
find out ſome other perſon to ſufter for them, whoſe pu- 
niſhment, or ſufferings might he alcogerher as conſidera- 
ble, and argue as great reipects to tus Authority ,.

For.it no wayes at no hand,be- 
comes him, to whom the whale Creation, Heiven and 
Earth, with all che Hoſts of chem, ſtand bound to do the 
deepelt homage and ſervice, and whoſe wiſdome and 
power have (o gloriouſly. quitced themſelves in the beauti- 
full Fabrick of che Univerie, andin all che parts and par- 
cels of it, either to confeſs himſelf, eicher unadviſed, or 
ove:-(evere , in making a Law for the Nurture and Go- 
vernment of his Creature, or co miniſter any occaſion in 
the leaſt unto his Creature, ſo to judge , or conceive of 
him ; which he ſhauld have done, had he caken a com- 
pany of his Creatures, who had deſpiſed and broken this 
Law, into his Boſome, yeaz into part and fellowſhip with 
himſelf in his own bletledneſs and glory, withour a jul 
compenlation for theſe tranſgreflions, and fully commen- 
ſurable; in one kind or other, thereunro, Now there be- 
ing no Creature, no perfon to be found either in Heaven 
or in Earth,nor any to be framed, nor made by any appro- 
priatez or new Act of Creation (at leaſt asfaras the un- 
derſtandings of men are well able to reach) capable of 
ſuffering upon the rerms mentioned, in regard of the un- 
preventible inconliderableneſs of their beings (Compa- 
ratively) and of their ſufterings accordingly, and ſo nor 
conipetent to make a juſt ſatisfaction for the high miſde- 
meanour, or provocation of ſo many ; hence there aroſe 
a neceſſity ( a neceſlity, I mean, for Divine conveniency, 
and a ſalvage of Honour ) either that the Son of God, 
being ficlt put into-a ſuffering capacity, by being made 
fleſh, ſhould willingly /underrake and perform this ſuffer- 
ing Seryice for the Tranſgreſlors,. or otherwiſe that the 
Tranſgreſſers 
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Tranſgrefſors themſelves, from the firftro the laſt, ſhould 
have born their own fins and fallen under ir, and have pe- 
riſhed by ir for ever, 
2, Suppoſe we, that ſome Creature might have been, 
either found, or made ; yea, ſuppoſe we, that ſome man 
might have been made upon like rerms with Adamywhoſe 
ſufferings might have amounted to a ſatisfatory confide-

3.23, compared 
with verſ, 38, andthe Verſes intermediate) In which re- 
ſpeR the threatning, or penalty of the Law, 1» the day that 
thou eateſt»e&c. Was inflicted upon himy tro whom the Law 
was given, though not upon his Perſon (perſonally con- 
ſidered) bur as ſubſifting, and having a Being, in that ſpe- 
ciall Branch of his Polterity, Chriſt, as he had a Being 
likewiſe in every other Member of this his Polterity,even 
as they alſo, in a reciprocall conſideration, had a be- 
ing in him, whillt as yer they actually were not.

as of the Cauſe producing ir) Faich being the cauſe , or 
means of Jultihcation, and the Spirit the cauſe of Faith, 
Jultghcation may as truly, and not much leſs properly, be 
attributed unto the Spirit, as unto Faith, 

11, That Faith juſtifierh, is the conſtant afſertion of 
the Scripture, and the ArchiteQonicall Doftine of the 
Goſpel. Therefore being juſtified by Faith, we have peace 
with God;Rom.5.1. Again , Therefore we conclude that 4 
man # juſtified by Faith without the Works of the Law,Rom. 
3.28, Yet once more (to ſpare Citations in a caſe ſo ge- 
nerally known) Wes who are Jews by nature, and not ſinners 
of the Gentiler, Knowing that a man ts not juſtified by the 
Works of the LaWs but by the Faith of Feſus Chriſt ; even we 
have believed in Feſus Chriſt, that we might be juſtified by 
the Paith of Chriſt, and not by the Works of the Lawy&C. Gal. 
2.15916, By the way, upon occaſion of theſe (with ma- 
ny the like paſlages in the New Teſtament, wherein Ju- 
Rification by Faith is, bins, expreſly affirmed) I cannot 
bur mention my diſlike of their ſtrein in teaching , who 
lay down and deliver it to the people for a DoQtrine , po- 
fitively and plainly ; that men are nor juſtified by Faith, 
or by believing. Doubtleſs it 1s not convenient, or come- 
ly, poſitively to deliver, oraſſert that for a Doctrine of 
Truth, which is ſo diametrall y oppoſite to the frequent, 
cleer, and expreſs words of the Scripture, If there be a 
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limited ſence, to be put upen ſuch paſſages, wherein = 

Truth'is commonly, and from place © *. ad held forth 

in the Scriptures, this may conveniently and timoufly e. 
nough be done in the Explication or Opening of the 
Do&trine : But I judge it very incongruous for any Mini= 
fter of the Goſpel to ſer up a Do@rine as it were in de- 
fiance of, or in Conteſt againſt any thing ſo frequently, 
and ſo direQly in termini affirmed in the Scriptures, as 
Juſtification by Faith, And (doubtleſſe ) men need not 
beat all render, or afraid, to deliver this poſitively for a 
Do&rine of Evangelical Truth, that men are juſtified by 
Faith, yea or by Faich alone, if they do but declare or ſig. 
nifie withall. 1, What the Scripture means by that Juſti- 
fication, which it aſcribeth unto Faith, 2 What it 
means by that Faich unto which it aſcribeth Juſtificatian. 
For 1. that Juſtification, which the Scripture attributeth 
unto Faith, is preciſely that which conſiſtech in Remiſſi- 
on of ſins, as the Apoſtle plaiply teacheth, Rom, 3. 25. 
but more largely, Rom. 4. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6,7,8. (to omir 
other places.) Now certain it is, that no kinde of works 
whatſoever, enjoyned in the Moral Law, have any thing 
at all, little or mueh, co doe, about Remiſſion of Sins, or 
in the procurement or obtaining of it. For incaſe a man 
ſhould tranſgreſle the Law, or fin, only once, and this in 
the lighteſt manner, and ſhoull for ten thouſand years 
together afterwards, with all poſſible exactneſle, obſerve 
and keep this Law, yet this long Tra&t or Series of Obe. 
dience, or good Works, would not make his Acroge- 
ment for that Sin, nor bring him off from the Gwilt of it 
with Peace and Safety. The reaſon is ſignified by the 
Apoftle, Heb. 9. 22. Without ſhedding of Bluud there is no 
Kemiſfiou. The Wiſdome and Righteouineſſe of God did 
not judge ic reaſonable, or meer, that the payment of 
one Debt by the Creature, though amounting to never 
ſo great a Summe, ſhould fatisfie for the Non-payment 
of another. Now the moſt exat Obedience that can be 


performed or yielded unto the _ God by any Crea- 
ture, 
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ture, whileſt it hath any being, is but a debt due from 
this Creature unto God: Therefore no Obedience in this 
kinde can ſatisfie for, or attone, either in whole, or in 
part, the leaſt Diſobedignce or Tranſgreſlion. So that 
Juſtification from fin ( as the Scripture phraſe is, A. 
13. 39.) 4+. which ſtandeth in Remiſton of ſins, cannot be 
purchaſed or procured, but by the Death or Blood-ſhed 
of him, that ſhould undertake the Redemption of Sin- 
ners. Oaly God was pleaſed to decree, or make this 
for a Law ( which the Apoſtle calleth, the Law of Faith, 
Rom, 3. 27-) that Faith, or believing in him through 
Chrift, ſhould intereſs men in the benefit or bleſſing of 
the Death and Bloud-ſhed of Chriſt, i. in that Remiſhjon 
of Sins which was purchaſed by . his Death. And in this 
conſideration Faith juſtifierch, viz. by vertue of the So 
veraign Authority of that moſt Gracious Decree, or Law 
of God, wherein he hath ſaid, or decreed, that it ſhall 
inticle men unto, or in-right them in, part and fellow- 
ſhip of that benefit of the Death of Chriſt, which con- 
ſiſteth in Forgiveneſle of Sins; or ( which comes much 
to the ſame) as it is a Qualification, or condition ordain- 
ed, covenanted, or appointed by God to bring upon 

thoſe, in whom it ſhall be found, the great Bleſting 

of that Pardon of Sin, which Chrif# hath obtained for 

Men by his Blood. And becauſe God hath not paſſed 

any ſuch Decree, nor made any ſuch Law, concerning 

good works, as viz, that theſe ſhall bring men into Com- 

munion of the benefit of Remiſhon of Sins purchaſed by

true believing. For otherwiſe, if the caſe ſhould fo 
happen, that a true Believer ſhould be taken away 
Death, the next moment to that in which he firſt believed, 
it is not to be thoughr bur that he ſhould die, not ſimply 
with his ſins pardoned, but under the approbation of 
Godalſo, Therefore Good Works, in atu exercito ( as 
the Schoolmen ſpeak) or aRually performed, are not 
abſolutely, univerſally, or in every caſe chat may poſlibly 
happen, neceſſary, no not to that Juſtification it ſelf, 
which fimpathizeth (as hath been ſaid) in import wich 
Approbation, Commendation, Vindication from blame 
imputed, or the like. Ir is true, in afis ſignato, or as 
they are Radically, Seminally, or Vertually included in 
that Faith which juſtifieth by Remiſſion of fins (of which 
more preſently) ſo_they are univerſally, and in all caſes 
* poſſible, if we ſpeak of perſons capable by Years and 
Diſcretion of Believing, neceſſary thereunto. And God 
who accepteth the Will for the Deed, when men want 
opportunity or means, for Action, looketh uvon thoſe 
good Works, which are conceived in the Womb of a 
crue and unfeigned Faith, as actually performed and 
done, when ſuch a Faith wants means, time, or oppor- 
tunity to bring forth. In this notion our Saviour him- 
ſelf muſt be underſtood to ſpeak, at leaſt in reference un- 
ro many of thoſe, to whom he ſpeaketh, if he be con. 
ceived to ſpeak unto all Randing on his right hand 
(which I judge to bethe more rational to ſuppoſe) Mut. 
25. 34, 35, 36. Come ye Bleſſed of my Father For 1 
was an buzgred, and ye geve me meat; I'wa thirſty, and ye 
gave me drink : I was a Stranger, and ye took me in: Naked, 
and ye cloatbed me: I was ſich, and ye viſit:dme: I was in 
Priſen, and ye came unto me. Doubtlefſe ſome, yea a con- 
fiderable party, of thoſe, to whom the Lord Chriſt will 
expreſſe himſelf thus in that Great Day, will be ſuch, who 
had been poor in the dayes of their Fleſh, and afflicted, 
and ftood in need of being relieved by their Chriſtian Bre- 
thren, better accommodatedin the World then they, and 
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in whoſe relief Chriſt will acknowledge himſelf relieved, 
v. 40, Therefore ſuch. as theſe had not been in a condi- 
tion or capacity to miniſter actually unto the wants and 
neceflities of other poor Chriſtians in thoſe reſpeive 
Supplies and Accommodations here ſpecified : and yet 
we finde (according to our late ſuppoſition ) that Chriſt 
gives the ſame teſtunony unto them for theſe ſervices of 
Charity, which he gives unto thoſe that had aQually 
performed them. His meaning then muſt be, that even 
theſe poor diſtreſſed Saints, who had not wherewith 
cither to cloath the naked, or to give entertainment unto 
Strangers, atJualy, yet had both one and other the ſame 
works and ſervices of Chriſtian commiſeration and cha- 
rity here mentioned, inthe Bowels of the ſame kinde of 
Faith, out of which they actually proceeded from their 
better World-provided Brethren, and were performed by 
them. But this occaſionally here, and by the way, 
for the better Explication of that Juſtification, which the 
Scripture ſo conſtantly, (as we have heard) aſcribeth unto 
Faith. 

2, Concerning that Faith, unto which the Juſtifica- 
tion mentioned, is aſcribed, the Scripture deſcribeth it 
with much variety in reſpe& of its objet. Sometimes 
it calleth it a Believing God, Rom. 4. 3- Jam.2,23. Some- 
times a believing on God, Joh. 12, 44. Sometimes a be- 
lieving in God, or inthe Lord, At. 16. 34. Joh. 14, 1. AR. 
9.42. Onceit is called, the Faith of the operation of God, 
who raiſed Chriſt from the dead, Col. 2. 12, Sometimes a 
believing on Chriſt, or, on the Son of God, or onthe Lord, 
AQ. 11.17. Job. 3-18 & 12.37. 1 Joh. 5. 10, (beſides 
many- other places) Sometimes again it is called « believing 
in Chriſt. Joh. 3. 15. and fo, in Flaw, Rom. 3, 26 (and 
oft eliewhere) Ocherwhile ir is expreſſed, by believing 
Chriſt, or the Son, Joh. 3.36. Sometimes, by a believing 
that Chriſt is Chriſt, the Son of God that was ts come into the 
World, Joh. 11.27, and again « believing that Jeſws Chriſt 
is the Son of God, At. 8. 37. Sce alſo Job, $8. 24. and 
again, 
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again, Joh. 11.47. Sometimes it is called, « believing in 
Chrifis name, Joh. 1, 12, & Joh. 2. 23. & Joh. 3, 18, Iris 
very polſlible that yet there may be in the Scriptures a 
greater variety of Denominations or Expreſlions of that 
' Faith, whick juſttfiech, in reference to its objeR, then 
that now repreſented. But all theſe that have been men- 
tioned ( and I doubt nor, but thoſe others alſo ſuper- 
numerary unto theſe, if any ſuch there be) are of an 
calie and ready reducement into one and the ſame no- 
tion and import. But that diſtinguiſhing charaRer (one, 
or more) of the juſtifying Faith, which we are at pre- 
ſeat enquiring after, reſpeReth not the ObjeR, but the 
Intrinfick nature or complexion of it. The Scripture, 
in reference hereunto, ſometime deſcribeth it to be a be- 
lieving in the heart, Rom. 10.9, Other while, a believing 
with the beart, Rom, 10. 10. Sometimes again, « be- 
lieving with all the beart, A&. 8. 37: Ic is twice called, a 
Faith unfeigned, 1 Tim. 1.5, 2 Tim. 1.5; The Faith of a 
ſpurious kinde, and which differs in nature, worth, ard 
value from it, is termed m97s 1iegg, @& dead Faith, Jam, 
2.17.20. 26, and by conſequence the true Faith which 
juſtifieth, muſt be underſtood to be a living Faith. But the 
moſt appropriate nature of this Faith, or the property 
of it, which is moſt conſiderable, and which indeed (upon 
the matter) includeth all the other now mentioned, and 
moſt emphatically differenceth it from all other kindes 
of Faith, which want the Seal of God to make them jufſti- 
fying, is that declared and aſſerted by the Apoſtle Pal, 
Gal.5. 6 where the Holy Ghoſt guided his Pen to theſe 
words. For in Jeſw Chriſt Þ i.e. in the Doctrine of Jeſs 
Chriſt, and by the tenor, and import of the Goſpell } nei- 
ther Circumciſion availeth any thing [ viz. towards any mans 
Juſtification before God } nor wncircumcifion, but Faith 
od) 424m irigyoedun, effetually operative» or throughly 
working b3 love, His meaning is, that ſuch a Faith in God, 
which 1s raiſed, or wrought ina man by means of Feſw 
Chrifi as given by God unto men for a Saviour, and 
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which, withall is ſpiritfull, lively and aRive in provoking 
the Soul in, which it reſides, & the love of God and Men, 
and co wayes and works futeable to ſuch an affeion, is 
the only thing or means deſigned, authorized and ap- 
pointed by God to bring men into part and fellowſhip 
of that Juſtification, or Remiſſion of fins, which hath 
been purchaſed or procured by the death of Feſw Chriſt, 
for men. A Faith of this Genius, temper and complexi- 
on, borroweth no aid, help or affiſtance from any of her 
children(I mean from any of thoſe good works, which pro- 
ceed from her ) for or towards that juſtifying of men with 
chat Juſtification,which ſtandeth in Remiſtion of Sins : ſhe 
is by vertue of that authority derived unco her by God, 
ſelf-ſufficient to give this great and happy inveſtiture unto 
men ; yez ſhould ſhedie before ſhe had opportunity to 
bring forth, ſhe would do that worthy ſervice to him that 
had conceived her. It is true, as concerning that Juftifi- 
cation, of which the Apoſtle Famer ſpeaks ſo much in his 
ſecond Chapter, which is a Juſtification of a perſon teſti- 
fied, declared, publiſhed, or made known, the Faith we 
ſpeak of ſtandeth in need of the help and Co-operation 
(as the ſame Apoſtle there ſpeaks v, 22.) of her Children. 
God himſelf will not report any man juſtified (I mean, 
any man capable of Good works) nor would he have any 
man ( of this capacity ) judged or reputed by others a 
juſtified perſon, who hath not juſtified or commended 
his Faith by ſuch works. But this by the way to vindi- 
cate and clear the Intereft of Faith in the great buſineſs 
of Juſtification, and to ſever it from that of Works, not 
more contended for, then confounded with it, by ſome. 
To conclude this SeRtion ; The vertue or power, by 
which Faith juſtifierh, it receivech from the deſignation, 
ordinance, appointment, or Decree of God: The man- 
ner how it jultifieth, is by the giving of men Intereſt or 
part inthe'great benefit of Remiſlion of fins purchaſed 
by Chriſt, according to the tenor of Gods Ordinance 
or Decree in that behalf. They who conceiveor teach 
that 
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that Faith juſtifiech as it is an Inſtrument receiving 
Chriſts righteouſneſſe, or Cbrift himſelf, unadviſedly 
{tamble ar that Popiſh notion (as it is frequently charged 
upon men of thac perſwaſion, by Protettant Writers ) 
which placeth the juſtifying nature or vertue of Faith in 
ſomewhat, in ſome worth that is eſſential and intrinſick 
to it, For evident it 15, that there is nothing more in- 
ward or eſſential unto Faith, then the receiving of Chrift, 
or Chriſt; Righteouſneſſe, this being the very nature and 
ſubſtance of it. Whereas the Ordinance, Will, or De- 
cree of God, which inveſteth Faich, or the receiving of 
Cbriſt, with the great priviledge or power of juſtifying 
men, is apparently extrinſecal and extra-eſſential to it, 
and ſo miniftreth no occaſion in the leaſt unto Faich to 
boaſt of any excellency or conſiderableneſle of worth in 
it ſelf, but reſolves that which is of chat high and Sacred 
concernment in it unto men, as viz. to juſtifie and toſave 
them, into the Grace and good pleaſure of God, Bur 
I have given an account of my judgement touching this 
point ſomewhat more at large elſewhere. And thls at 
preſent may ſerve to clear the Intereft of Fatth in, or a+ 
bout Juſtification, and to ſhew particularly and diſtin. 
ty what part ic aReth in the Inveſtiture of men, who have 
finned, with that Bleſſedneſſe.

Repent ye is, or may be 
therefore ( faith Peter unto the Fewer, AR. 3. 19.) and be ſaid, to juf 
converted, that your ſins may be bloxed out, &c. It is ſaid of fie. 

Fobn, that be baptized in the Wildern:-ſſe, and preached the 
Boptiſme of Repentance for the Remiſſion of ſins, Mar, 1. 4- 
I ſuppoſe the great and bleſſed effeft here mentioned, 
Juſtification, or Remiſion of ſins, is not intended by the 
Evangele#t as the effe& of Baptiſme, either only, or fo 
much (if at all ) but rather of Repentance: And that 
Baptiſme 


31ptiſme is therefore called, the Baptiſme of Repentance for, 
&c. (if Repentance it ſelf be not here rather termed, 
metaphorically, a Baptiſme, i. e, a waſhing or cleanſing a 
mans ſelf from the defilement of ſin, but if this be not 
probable) Baptiſme (I ſay ) may be called, the Boptiſme 
of Repentance for the Rem:ſfion of ſtus, becauſe it is a Sacra- 
mental Pledge or Ordinance of God vouchſafed unts 
the Chriftian World, to inſure Remiſlion of ſins upon 
Repentance, in ſuch a charaQter or form of ſpeaking, as 
that of the Prophet Eliſha upon the ſhooting of an Arrow 
by the King of Iſrael as he was direRed by this Prophet ; 
And be ſaid, the Arrow of the Lords deliverance, and the Ar. 
row of deliverance from Syria ; meaning, that the Kings 
ſhooting the Arrow by order from God ſignified unto 
him by the Prophet, was a confirmatory ſign unto him, 
and ſo intended by God, that he and his People ſhould 
be delivered out of the hand of their Enemies the Syrians, 
2 King. 13-17. Ofthe like conftruRtion is that of Peter to 
his new Converts, Repent, and be baptized every one of you 
in the Name of Feſws Chriſt for the Remiſfin of ſins, &c. AR, 
2.33. The _—_ of Remiſfion of ftus ſo cloſe with Re- 
pentance, as is found, Luk. 24. 47. and AR.5.31.is (Icon- 
ceive a pregnant Argument that the latter hath an indi- 
ſpenſable Intereſt in procuring the former. The tenour 
of the former of theſe Texts, is this. And | Chriſt] ſaid 
unto them, thus it is written, and thu it beboved Chriſt to 
ſuffer, and ts riſe from the Dead the thirdday: And that Re 
pentance and Remiſſion of Sins, ſhould be preached in bis Name 
among all Nations, &c. Of the latter, this: Him hath God 
exalted with bis right band, 40 be a Prince and « Saviour, for 
to give REPENT ANCE untoTjrael, and FORGIVENESSE 
OF SINS. Upon the ſame account likewiſe it was, that 
thoſe Chriſtian Jewes, AR. 11.18. termed that Repen- 
tance which they concluded from Peters relation, that 
God had granted unto the Gentiles a Repentance wnto life 
[ meaning, unto Juſtification, or, Forgivenefſe of Sins, 
which the Apoſtle Paul calls, the juſtification of life, 
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Rom. 5.18. that is, a Jaltification;which teftores a Sin- 
ner unto Lite, 5, e. unto a Right, Ticle, and Capacity of 
Ecernal Life, who before was under a ſentence of Con- 
demnation, and ſo dead in Law, 

So then the Queſtionis, how Repentance may be con- 
ceived to operate towards Julliticationy or what it con- 
tributrerch chereunto, , I anſwer, 

1, Inche Generall, ic ſeems to be joynedin the ſame 
Commiſſion with Faith, and ro be-infilted upon, and re- 
quired by Godin the nature of a Condition, or qualifica- 
tions to render, men meert.for ſo ſacred an Inveſtiture, 
or Priviledge, as Juſtification, or, Remiſhon of ſins, And 
1c is matter of ready obſervation, that the Scripture ma- 
keth the like grear and precious Promiſes unto the oney 
and unto the other ; yea and threatneth the want of the 
one, andof the other, with the ſame ſevere and rerrible 
Judgements, This matter being ſo well known,we ſhall 
not need Quotation-proofs, Yea | 

2, There icems to be a kinde of a mutual or reciprocal 
Invelution between Repentance, and Faith ; not ſuch as 
is between ordinary cauſes, and heir eftects, but between 
ſuch cauſes, and eftects, which, in different coniiderati- 
ons and reſpects, are mutually bork cauſes,and effects, the 
ths one unto the other, Repentance, conhdered in the 
initiatory, or imperfect work of it, comprehends Faich 
in it, as Cauſes (eſpecially Moral Cauſes) their Effects, 
i.e. diſpolitively, ſeminally, vertually, and the like, A- 
gain, Faich being brought. into the Sonl, by the oppo:- 
runity of ſuch a Repentance, asa form into matter diſpo- 
ſed, or prepared, carries on that Repertance to greater 
perfeion, by means whereof, whilett it was yer in its 
Minority -it ſelf was furthered in its being. So that as 
Fajth, wasdiſpoſutively,. or! preparative-wiſe in Repen- 
tance , Whilelt Repentancewasimperſect ; So is Repen- 
rance gerfesvely, orin reſpect: of irs conſummation, in 
Faith. . The'Scriprure ſpeaks evidently of a Repentance 

| 1s- wnco-'Baichs; I yea and ſeems to aſſert a 
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neceſſity of rhe precedency of it, in order unto Faith, 
And ye (ſaith the Lord Chriſt to the chief. Piieſts, and 
Elders ot the Jewes) when ye had ſeen it, repented nt after- 
ward that ye might believe him (peaking of 7chus telli- 
mony concerning him, as that he was the crve Meſſiah, 
and Syviour of the World) Mart. 21. 32. So the Apoltle 
Paul adviieth Timothy to inſtrutt in meekneſſe thoſe that 
#Ppoſe temſelvess if God peradventure wilt [ or rather,ſhall | 
give them Repentance to the acknowledgement of the truth *, 
| 5. e. a Repentance, Which ſhall diſpoſe, or put them in- 
to an immedhate Capacity to'believe the truth” of the 
Golpell, As on the contrary our $ayiour expoliulates 
thus with the Jewes : How can yebelicve; who receive Ho 
our one of another ( Joh. 5. 44, ) clearly implying that 
there was a neceſlity lying upon them to repent of that 
their ambirious and ſelf-(eeking humor, to pur them 
into a regular or hopefull capacity . of Believing, Thus 
then we {ee that, according tothe Scriptures, there is a 
Repentance, which is an Harbinger or Way-prepater 
unto Faith : In rceſpe&t whereof, Faith may be ſaidto be 
diſpolitiyely (as hath been ſayd) and by way of prepara- 
tionz in Repentance, Bur this Repentance, notwith- 
ſtanding the great ſervice it doth unto men in accommo- 
dating their way towards believing, yea and proceedeth 
alſo from the Grace of God) and is ro a Cegree and in its 
meaſure accepted with him, in whomſoever it is found, 
yer is it but imperfect, and wants many degrees of that 
ſtrength and foundnefle, which afterwards it receiverh by 
its conjuRtion and communion with Faith, And ſo, in 
reſpe& of this inlargement or additional perfe&tion, it 
may be ſaid to haye a being in Faith. 1 doe not think 
ic wo:th the making a Controverhie, or Diſpute, whether 
that Repentance which goeth before Faith, and qualifies 
the ſubject for a more ready or willing reception of ir, 
and that which followes and accompanies Faith, be of 
one and the ſame” ſpecies, or of difterenc, Yet I rather 
incline to think, that they do not only not diffet pie 
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(unleſie it be fpecie accidentali, as a Man difters from a 
Childe, a Man Learned from a Man Lllicetate, a Man that 
is poor, from amanthart is rich, and the like,) bur nor 
ſo much as 5x sndividuo; as Paul Was the ſame indivi- 
dunm, When he was a Man; which he was when he was 
a Child, That the one hath Juſtification, or Remifſion 
of fins, annexed unto it by promiſe from God, and the 
other, not, doth no more prove them to difter fpecie, no 
nor yet sxdividxo, then Pazls proving in time a great 
and faichiull Apolile, and choſen Veſſel unto God, 
proveth him co have been, either of another ſpecies, or 
another individuumy, When he was a fierce Perſecutor, 
and (as himſelf acknowledgeth) of ſinners the chief. Bur 
this Circle of Diſcourſe, is (1 confeſle) ſomewhat Ec- 
centrical to our bulinefle in hand, which is not ro diſtin- 
=_ Repentance as preceding, and as accompanying 
aich, but co inquire out, and declare,as God ſhall inable 
and direct, what, or how, Repentance; as included in,or 
accompanying Faith, operateth rowards Juſtification, or 
Remiſſion of 1ns, That which I conceive, is this, God 
not judging it meet to inveſt a perſon, who yet retains 
the love and liking of (infull and wicked wayes, with 
ſo great, and ſacred a priviledge, and Grace, as Forgive- 
neſs of fins, was pleaſed to eltabliſh it for a Law, that 
no Man or Woman remaining impenitent, and without 


unfeigned remorſe of Soul for their fins paſt, ſhould ever 
: be admirred into part and fellowfhip of that unſpeakable 
[ Grace of his in Feſis Chriſt, which confiſts in pardon, or 
, Remiſſion of fins. Again, being highly pleaſed with 
h char molt regular, generous, and worthy deporrment of 
k Sonly in whomſoever it ſhould be found, which conſiſts

fron of all fin. $6 that Repentance ſeems co operate 
rwwo wayes towards Jultification, or Remiſlion of fins, 
Firtt, in che nature, or afrer the nianner; of chat kinde of 
Cauſe, which Logicians call Removens probibens, 1. e. which 
contribureth towards an effect, by removing that out of 
the way, Which being not removed, would have hin- 
dered ic. Thus the taking away of the Dignity, place, 
and power, of the Komen Emperors, was the cauſe of the 
diſcovery or rifing up of, the Anti-Chrilitan Races and 
their power, 2 Thef. 2.7,8, So Repentance, by remo- 
ving that wietched and wicked habit or frame of fout, 
which ' being un-removed, would have obltrufied rhe 
Grace and Bleſling of pardon of im, contributerh ro 
wards the obtaining of ir, Secondly, as Repentance 
includes in the nature and contttuting Principles of i, 
a diſpoſition or frame of heart ſo. highly pleaſing uneo 
God, that he Judgerh it no wayes unworthy of hum, ro 
honour and reward it with ſo great a reward, as Remi(* 
Gon of fins, ſo it may be conceived ro contribute or 
operate towards Remiſſion of tins, or Juſtification, car 
quam canſa diſpoſtivas 5. e. as regularly qualifying the (ub- 
ject for the reception of rhe form to be brought into 
il, 

By this ( I ſuppoſe ) che intereſt of Repentance, or 
that which ic a&eth cowards, in, or about Juſtification, 
may be clea:ly diltimguviſhed from the Intereſt of Faith, 
and that which it aRterth iy reference to the ſame end, 
When God in Scripture is fatd to uſtifie the wwngodly, 
the meaping 1s not that he juſtifies »ngedly perions, 
whileſt they are orremain ungodly ; bur he is faid to 
1uftifie the ungadly,n like form: of ſpeech, as our Saviour 
uſerhy Mar, 11, 5.  Tugati draftimra, x; yards meanalin, 
&c. That is, The blinde ſee> the lame walks, the Leapers 
are cleanſed» and the deaf bear. The meaning clearly e» 
novgh, is, not that che Blinde, white blinde did ſec Go 
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the Lame, whileſt chey remained Lame, did walk, or that 
the Lepers whilelt their Leprofie was yer upon them, were 
cleanſed, &c, bur that ſuch who had been formerly and 
untill Cr ift relieved them, Blinde, Lame, Lepers, Deaf, 
were by bim miraculoully reſtored, fuch as had been 
Blinde, to their Sight; ſuch as bad been Lime, to the 
uſefulneſle of their Limbs for walking, &c. In like man- 
ner God is ſaid to juſtifie the ungodly, when he juſtifies, or 
makes ſuch perſons righteous by the pardon of cheir fins, 
who had formerly been ungodly, prophane, &c. Bur he 
doth not juſtifie chem, or make them righteous by the 
Forgiveneſle of their fins, whileft they remain angoutly ; 
but upon the alteration and change of the ſinfull frame 
of their hearts, by believing, he conferres this Juftifica- 
tion upon them, v/z. the Forgiveneſle of their fins. And 
the reaſon why God doth not judge it meet to jultifie 
men, or forgive them their fins, whiteft they remain un- 
godly, unrighteous, wicked, prophane, or che like, may 
be, partly to cut off all occaſion from his Creature to 
conceive of him as a friendts fin, or co 1mpenirent and 
obdurate ſinners; partly alſo to contrive his Grace and 
high favour in Juſtification, into anathuring Argument, 
and Rirong morive to perſwade men our of the love and 
fiting of fin, and finfull wayes, mts the tore and pra» 
iſe of Righteouſneſſe and true Holinefſe, The Apoltle 
Pau! was put to Apologize for his Dorine of the Grace 
of God in Forgiveneſle of ſins, becauſe according eo ic, 
this Grace is promiſed and given unto finners, though 
onto ſuch Hnners only, who repent, and bring foxch 
fruits meet for Repentance. But if (ſaith he) whileſt we 
feek, to be juſtified by Corift, we onr ſelves alſo are found finners, 
is therefore Chriſt the Miniſter of ſin # | i. e. doth; Chriſt by 
juſtfying ſuch Sinners, as he juſtifieth, viz. ſuch who be- 
keve and repent, countenance, abet, or promote fia in 
the world } God forbid, Gal. 2. 17. It then inconſiderate 
and anworthy men conecive that God would be liable ro

pardoa all Sinners upon their 
Repentance, (which now he doth) how much more ob- 
noxious would he have been, in ſuch mens opinions, to 
this impuration and charge, in caſe he ſhould have in- 
dulged this high Priviledge of Juſtification unts ſinners 
without Repentance? Upon this account chen ic is moſt 
probable, that God hath not judged it meet to admit or 
allow any other kinde of Faith co bring men into com- 
munion of the Death of Chriſt for the Forgiveneſſe of 
their ſins, but only that which is accompanyed with an 
unfeigned Repentance, or which purifieth and cleanſeth 
the heart (or at leaft is apt ſo to due) from the love and 
liking of all unrighteouſneſſe and uncleanneſſe. If it be 
thus, then the interpoſure or 1ntereſt of Repentance a- 
bout Juſtification is by way of Qualification, or of ren- 
dering the ſubjeR; the ſinner, regularly capable of that 
high and ſacred Priviledge, And though it doth not per- 
form the office or work of Faith about Juſtification , 
which is ( as hath been ſaid) co bring men into the fel- 
lowſhip of the Death of Chriſt where, and where only, 
Juſtification or Remiſſion of fins, is to be had, yet it le- 
gitimates or authorizeth the perſon for the reception gf 
this bleſſed Accommodation from the hand of Faith : 
And for this reaſon alſo it may well be conceived to have 
the promiſe of Juſtification, or Remiſfion of ſins, made 
unto ity as well as Faith it ſelf.

fied, and not by Faith only, Jam, 2. 24. Again: Was not 
eAbrabam our Father juſtified by Works, when be had ofs 
fered Iſaac bis Son upon the Altar, Jam, 2.21. We have al- 
ready upon occaſion, argued and ſhewed the Intereſt of 
Works 1n, or part cos Tons Peruſe Y 11. We ſhall 
here partly adde, and partly repeat, 1, That that Juſti. 
fication, which conſifts in Remiſſion of ſins, and which 
enſtates a perſon in a right of ticle and claim co nes 
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Life, is not attained, but by ſinners being brought into 
Communion with Chriſtin his Death; or ( which is the 
ſame) into part and iellowſhip in this Death, which is 
the only procuring cauſe of this Juſtification, by way of 
purchaſe. 2, That whatſoever bringeth men hither, (I 
mean, into Communion of, or with the Death of Chriſt) 
muſt be fealed and authorized by God hereunto. 3. That 
a true and unfaigned Faith in God through Feſw Chriff 
(ſometimes called, Faith in Chrift, yea and ſeveral other 
wayes expreſſed, as hath: been already obſerved) and 
this Faith only, not any work, or works, of what kinde 
foever, or in what number ſoever, injoyned in the Moral 
Law, hath a commiſſion or power from God to bring 
men into, or to give men part and fellowſhip in the 
Death of Chriff. Therefore Good works have thus farre 
no part or intereſt at all in Juſtification, as it ſtandeth 
in Remiſſion of ſins, being excluded here-from by the 
ſame Law, by which Booſting alſo is excluded, which the 
Apoſtle termeth, the Law of Faith. Where is Boaſting 
then ? It is excluded, By what Law ? Of Warks ? Nay, but 
BY THE LAW OF FAITH? Rom 3. 27. By this Law, 
Faich hath the office or work of juſtifying men in this 
ſenſe, and with this kinde of Juſtification, ſerled upon, 
and confirmed unto, it ſelf, zlone. There is another 
kinde of Juſtification, which the Scripture alſo fre- 
quently ſpeaks of under this name (as was noted $. 11.) 
which conſiſts in the approbation, commendation, or 
vindication of a perſon from guilt or blame, whether 
jaftly, or unjuſtly, imputed unto him, Of this kinde of 
Juſtification, when it is duely and juftly given, or pro- 
nonnced, Good Works , in one kinde or other, and for 
the moſt part thoſe of the Moral Law, have a ſpecial 
and particular intereſt in it, being the only regular 
ground upon which the a, or ſentence, of ſuch a Juſti- 
fication, can, or ought to proceed. And though God, 
by means of his appropriate priviledge of w;dHoyrus/e, or 
knowing the heart, can, and doth, vpon a ſufficient 


ground, 


ſ 


ground, ſecretly and in hiroſelf, approve of him, who as 
yet only believeth (I mean, with a true and unfeigned 
Faith) and before he hath any wayes juſtified or com- 
mended this his Faith by good works, yet he is nor 
wont to ſignifie or declare, by one means, or other, 
this his approbation of any particular perſon, untill he 
tiath ſhewed the World his Faith by his Works. Nor 
doth he require of any man to judge of any other per- 
ſon. as a man juſtified in his ſight by a true and unfaign- 
ed Faith, who bath not given either unto him, or unto 
ſome others, from whom he may receive the informa» 
tion, a fair and reafonable account by works ſuteable, 
of ſuch a Faith reſiding in him, And queſtionleſſe ic 
was this kinde of Juſtification, of which the Apoſtle James 
diſcourſeth ſo largely in his Second Chapter, as appear- 
eth all along the Context, from verſ, 14. to the end. 
Therefore when he demands, zerſ” 21. Was not our Father 
Abrabam juſtified by works, when be had offered hi Son Iſaac 
upon the Altar ? Evident it is, that by Abrahams being juſti- 
fied, he doth not mean, that Abrabam had his ſins par- 
doned; for he had been thus juſtified long before. And 
beſides, his offering np his Son Tjeac upon the Altar, 
could be no means of obtaining Remiſſion of ſins from 
God. But when he is ſaid to have been juſtified by work, 
when be bad offered, &c. the meaning is, that upon this 
reat teſtimony given by Abrabam of the truth and ef- 
feualnefſe of his Faith, God highly approved of him, 
loved him, and dealt by him as by a perſon righteous 
and juſt, and ca]led him his Friend, The tenour of the 
ſtory in Geneſis ſully accordeth herewith. For im- 
mediately upon Abrabams ſiretching forth bis band, and 
taking the knife to ſlay bis Son, the Angel of the Lord 
called unto bim cut of Heaven, and (ayd, Lay not thine band 
upon the Led, neither do thou any, thing unto him : for now 1 
know that thou feareſt Ged, ſceing that thou baſt tot with. beld | 
thy.

8.18. ] tor ſuch a purpole, and withall 
thrives and proſpers (through the blethng of God) in his 
way, he may properly enough be ſayd to enrich himſelf, 
or make himſelf uich.; yea, : fomerwhar , more properly) 
then when it is ſaidythat the hand of the diligent maketh rich) 
Preyv.10.4. In like manner, when a man doth thaty upon 
which, or by means wherof, he (hall certainly be juified, 
this fruity or reward of his Action, his juſtification » may 
without the violation of any Rule, either of Grammar, or 
of Rhetorick, be aſcribed unto him. - Hence ir follows, 
God having by a perpetuall and inviolable Decree ſetled 
the great benefic jand priviledge of jullification upon be- 
lievingy that when ſoever any -perſonz man, or woman, 
-\hill bfc up his heart hereumo. ( I mean, to belieye) by 
this Action he may be ſaid to jultifie himſelf;' not indeed 
after any ſuch mznner, or upon any ſuch terms, as God 1s 
. aid to juſljfie men upon their believipe; as- viz. Autho:1- 
TS --: 1 tatiyely, 
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ratively, or as hawng a ſoveraign right to juſtifie whomy 
or upon What terms he pleaicth, or the like ; bur in tuch 
a Way, Or ienle only,. wherein a perſon may be ſaid to do 
that whichy upon his Action, 1s dope unto- him by ano- 
ther. 

Of this Conlirudtion, or DialeR; there are inftances 
more chen a tew inthe Scriptures, 

Ic nay be here demanded, bur is it meet, ortolerable 
co lay, that a many when he belieyerh, umpurech righte. 
ouſneſs unco himſelf, or forgivetts himſelf his. fins * and 
yer both theie are done unto him by another (viz, God) 
upon his believing: yea theſe are (as hath' in effecc 
been formerly {ayo) but interpretative expreſſions of 
Jultihcarion it ſelf,. And therefore it ſeems, that whoſoe. 
ver may in any ſenſe be ſaidro jultifie, may in the ſame 
ſenſe be ſaid to do both the one, and the other of theſe ; 
and this in reference to any, Or all of theſe perſons, whom 
they are ſayd to juſtifie, 

To this Lanſwer, 1, That the Expreſſions pur to the 
Queltion in this Demand, are (indeed) uncouth and hatſh, 
grating upon Eares, that have ahy Comperent taſt of 
Words; Nor do I judge them hiring to be applied to, or 
ſpoken of him that-belieyerh. Bur, 

2. When a man is ſaid by believing to juſtifie himſelf, 
the meaning is noty that he abſolyerh himſelf from his 
fins, or pronounceth a Sentence of abſoſution over him- 
ſelf, or thar he imputech righteouſneſs unto himſelf, or 
the like ; bur ovly that he levieth, purs forth, or performs 
ſuch an AR, whereby he preyailerh with God according 
© his gracious Covenant and promiſe, to-Juſtifie him, a 
chercin-to do all theſe things to him, or for him, As 
when a man is ſaid to-ſave bimſetf (which, as we heard, 
is the Apoſtles own expreflion) the meaning is not ei- 
ther, that by a ſtrong hand, or by any phyficall power, he 
oyer-matcherh the Devill, and keeps himſelf our of his 
Clutches, andfrom being carried, or thruſt by him into 
Hell, os that he inveſts himſelf with the Rate of _ 
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veſs and glory, which is ſignified and meant by Salyation , 
but chat he cakes ſuch a courſe, as wsz. By believing and 
perſevering in it unto the end, whereby he ſhall find fa. 
your in the ight of God, to do thele things for him. Now 
to ſay a man by believing takes an efftectuall and direct 
courſe to p.eyail with God to forgive him his fins, to im- 
pure righteouſneſs unto himy&&c. are as proper and Cconye- 
nienc expreſlions; as to ſay, that he prevails with him to 
zuſtihe him : yer, 

3.(and laſty) Ic may be confideredzthar one and the ſame 
thing may admir of ſeverall conſiderations, and different 
reſpects ; and in, and under ſome one of theſe conlidera- 
tions and reſpz&s, nity admit of ſome attributions , of 
whichy 1t is not ſo regularly, or ſmoothly capable under 
another. As for inltance, Salyation, or the ſaving of the 

Soul, is one and the ſame a&t ; yer 1t may be conhidered, 
eicher as it is procurable at the hand of God by men, as; 
viz, by Faich, and continuance in well-doing : or as it is 
a reſcuing, or vindication of men by ſirengrh of Arm, 
from the power of the Deyill; or as itis an actuall inſta- 
ting ins or putting men into a reall poſleſſion of that bleſ- 
ſedneſs and glory, which God harh aſligned by promiſe 
unto his Saints, and thoſe that ſhall be ſaved. Now in 
either of theſe rwo latter conhderations, it 1s nor aſcri- 
bable unto men, bur io the fuſt of the three, as we have 
heard, 1t 15, 

- In like manner, the a& of juſtifying is one and the 
fame a&;yer ic admits of ſundry confiderations.(1.)It may 
be coplidered, either as an at of God impuring righte- 
ouſneſs unto men, or as an act of his forgiving men all 
their (ms, or as an act of Grace and high fayour purchaſed 
at his hand by Chriſt for men: or (laſtly) As. an act at- 
tainable from God by men, for themſelves, by perform- 
ing of ſuch conditrons, or terms, upony and according un- 
ro Which, he hath covenanted and promiſed the vouch- 
fafement oc ir. The former conſiderations of the act we

T here are two (ther Canſes of fuſftification yet remaining) 
net mentioned in the 1itle Pages amongſt thoſe that have 
been inſiſted on; Viz.

Concerning the materiall Canſe of Jultification

'For whereas no Action, 
(as no Accident belides) hath any matter, or martertall 
Cauſe (properly ſo called) yer being an effect, or ſome- 
what that is cauſed, there mult' be ſome -Vice-matterz- or 
ſomewhar anſwering the nature or cor:lideration of ſuch a 
materiall Cauſe, found in it, or relating co'1t. Now that 
which relateth unto an Action with greateſt Afhniry unto 
matter, or to a-materiall Cauſe, properly ſo called, is,

The fizall Cauſe of Jultification is commonly diſtingui- 
ſhed into that which 1s ſubordinate, or leſs principal, and SeR.19. 
that which is ulcimate, and ſupream. The former , is Concerning 
wich one conſent affirmed to be the great benefit , the final 
or bleſledneſs of the Creature » or perſon juſtifi- Cauſe of 7# 
ed; which Bleſſedneſle Randerh in two particu- ſtsfication, - 
lars (chiefly) deliverance from. under the guilt of fin, 
(with all the miſery conſequentiall hereunto) and an 
inveltiture with a regular Title or Clum unto that immor- 
tall and undefiled Inheritance, which is reſerved in the 
Heavens, to be enjoyed in due time by all thoſe,who ſhall 
be found ina due capacity to be admitred into part and 
fellowſhip therein. The ultimate, or ſupream end, or 
marteriall Cauſe of Juſtification, 1s concluded with a Ne- 
mine contradiceute (as faras I know) to be the Glory of 
God, partly in the juſt vindication of a finner from under 
the guilt of fin, and from the puniſhment incurred there- 
by, and partly in the Salvation, and eternall Gloritication 
of the perſon ſo vindicated,
